Rations of a Sailor. 

“Tn addition tothe daily issue of lime juice 
and sugar, one pound of bread each day, one 
pound and a half of beef every Sunday, Tues- 
day, Thursday, and Saturday, and a pound 
and a quarter of pork every Monday, Wednes- 
day, and Friday, half a pound of flour and a 
third of a pint of peas every second day, and 
an eighth of an ounce of tea, half an ounce 
of coffee, two ounces of sugar, and three 
quarts of water daily.” This is a theoretical 
diet, and we shall not be reduced to it. We 
all signed articles for a period not to exceed 
six months.

CITIZENS OF ROCHELLE, II. f., IN 4 


STATE OF EXCITEMENT, 


The Title to the Property of Fally a Third 
of Them in Dispute—Marie Ross and 
the Deeds Signed by Her Conveying Two 
Tracts of Land—Volumes of Litigation— 
Indignation Meetings and a Defiance 
Committee, 

In the Town of Rochelle, in Ogle County, 
seventy miles west of Chicago on the Chicago 
and Northwestern, where Kyte Creek purls be- 
neath green trees, because. there is not enough 
water underneath the new iron bridge to 
brawl], where birds build nests in awnings, 
where there has been naught to break the 
peace and quiet that infest the air, save the 
tinkling cow-bell and the small boy's fire- 
cracker on the Nation’s birthday, there is now 
war—War with a big W. Mass-meetings are 
being held, a defiance committee has been 
chosen from among the town’s most loyal 
citizens to carry on a conflict with would-be 
invaders. 

The trouble is over a claim now being 
fought in the courts which, if successful, will 


. take away the homes of fully one-third of 


Rochelle’s citizens. Already seven and three- 
quarters acres right in the heart of the best 
residence section and dotted with handsome 
homes have been declared by the Supreme 
Court the property of other than the occupants, 
and thirty-two and one-quarter acres more are 
in dispute.” The forty acres in question, for 
it is an exact quarter-section, embrace the 
best part of the town, and the homes of the 
wealthier people are nearly all within the 
boundaries of the disputed tract. 

The story dates back to the times when land 
was so cheap that the same attention to form 


of deeds and other technicalities was not exer-. 


cised that is given to them nowadays. 
The Pioneer’s Daughter, 


Sheldon Bartholomew was a pioneer in that 
section of the State. He settled there when 
all the lands were free to homestead or pre- 
emption, and in 1846 acquired title to 200 
acres embracing all the present site of Ro- 
chelle. He died that same year, leaving the 
land to an only daughter, Marie Bartholomew, 
who became the wife of Isaac Ross in the 
early fifties. At that time there was only a 
little settlement of half a dozen families 
grouped together on the old State road run- 
ning from Rockford to Ottawa. This road, 
which showed a worthy disdain to section 
‘lines, ran through the land, cutting off a tri- 
angular strip from one of the forties, and this 
triangle has engendered animosities since 
then that will be remembered so long as the 
descendants of the present citizens claim alle- 
giance to the bailiwick. Seven and three- 
quarters acres lay west of the old State road, 
and this was conveyed by deed July 19, 1853, 
to Dr. R. P. Lane, the deed being signed by 
Marie Ross and her husband, Isaac Ross. 


nder the laws of the State as they existed 


a deed to land conveyed by a married woman 
was invalid unless the notary’s certificate 
stated that the wife had been examined sep 
arate and apart from her husband, and that 
after the contents and meanings of the deed 
had been made known to her she had ac- 
knowledged it as being made with her free 
will and consent. Thisdeed did not contuin 
the acknowledgment required by law, and 80 
under that law it was utterly void so far as 
Marie Ross was concerned, though even the 
complainants in the suits do not profess to be- 
lieve that she was coerced into signing the 
paper. The defect could not be corrected ex- 
cept by the voluntary act of the wife, and she 
died in 1871 without remedying the evil and 
without knowing that there had been an error 
in the deed of transfer. . | 

It would seem that the peaceable possession 
of the property for so.many years would have 
perfected the title, and so it would had the 
present laws been in force when the deed was 
made. But the same laws that provided a 
separate acknowledgment on the part of a 
married woman gave to the husband 
what was known as a right by cov- 
erture, which right existed on all 
property during the life of the wife and aright 
by curtesy in case of children being born of 
the union, the latter right lasting during his 
lifetime. As children were born to Isaac Ross 
and Marie Ross, the right to the property by 
curtesy existed in his case, and he lived until 
two years ago. 

The Defect Discovered. 


The children surviving the mother were 
Sheldon B. and George Ross, sons, and Carrie 
E. Agnew, Grace M. Horn, Marie Hutchinson, 
and Jennie M. Bronson, daughters. The de- 
fect in the title to the seven and three-quarters 
‘acres was discovered not long after the 
mother’s death, and in 1882 W. J. Mettler, Ira 
Mettler, and James I. Mettler of Creston, III., 
and Porter E. Chamberiain of Rockford pur- 


chased the interest in this particular tract 


claimed by four of the heirs—namely: George 
Ross, Grace M. Horn, Marie Hutchinson, and 
Jennie M. Bronson. Not long after this trans- 
fer of interest the Mettlers, Chamberlain, and 
the two remaining heirs filed a bill in 
chancery against Dr. Lane and the occupants 
of the property, asking that the deed to Lane 
be declared void and a cloud on their title as 
heirs and grantees. They also brought suit in 
ejectment to recover possession. In these 
suits they were defeated on the ground that 
they had not possession of the property and 
that the occupants were entitled to peaceable 
possession so long as Isaac Ross should live, 
as through the deed in question they had ac- 
quired his life estate. 

Isaac Ross died March 15, 1889, anda new 
suit in ejectment was begun in the Ogle Cir- 
cuit Court and decided adversely by Judge 
Brown. An appeal from this decision was 
taken by the claimants direct to the Supreme 
Court, a course allowable by its being a ques- 
tion of the title to a freehold, and in October 
of that year the decision of the lower court 
was reversed, and the claimants for the prop- 
erty were upheld in all points raised. 

When the news of this decision reached the 
quiet little town there was wailing. The oc- 
cupants of the houses that were threatened 
did not submit tamely to what they termed an 
outrage. They petitioned the Circuit Court to 
appoint a commission under the ejectment 
act to assess the value of the lots and the im- 
provements separately, and further asked that 
the court should compel the owners under the 
decision to pay them for the improvements 
before taking possession. This relief was de- 
nied them on the ground that they had not 
% plain, clear, and connected title deducible 
from the records of a public office.“ After 
this decision Joseph Crafts, one of the occu- 
pants, made a test case by filing a bill in 
chancery seeking the same relief and the Cir- 
cuit Court decreed that inasmuch as Marie 
the de- 
fective deed, by signing and deliver- 
ing the paper had encouraged the belief 
that she had parted with her title, and because 
of her having continued to live near the lots 
while the improvements were being made her 
heirs should beestopped from claiming the im- 
provements. The court further decreed that 
the claimants before taking possession should 
exercise their option to either pay for the im- 
provements or accept from the occupants the 
cash value of the bare lots. 

The legal fight was by no means ended with 
this decision. The defendants took an appeal 
to the Appeliate Court of the Second District, 
where the lower court’s decision was reversed 
in a lengthy opinion handed down by Judge 
Lacy, May 28, 1891. ,

BALMACEDA IS READY FOR PEACE, 


He Makes an Unsuccessful Attempt to Se- 
care Peace Through Minister Egan. 
[SPECIAL can.] 
Igurquz, Chile, June 11.—All reports that 
the Congressional party is disposed to sue for 
peace with Balmaceda have been effectually 
disproved by its action of today. President 
Balmaceda, in fact, took the first step towards 
negotiations by sending word to the Congres- 


sional leaders here that if they had any new 


a settlement of the 
quarrel in Chile he would re- 
-ceive them through Patrick Egan, 
United States Minister to Chile. The Con- 
gressionaliste replied today that they had no 
propositions to make, as they represented the 
legal government of Chile and regarded Bal- 
maceda as a usurper, It is not known here 
whether Minister Egan has been authorized 
to act in any way as a mediator between the 
parties in Chile ; but it isnot thought likely that 
Balmaceda would have used hi without 
authority, or that Minister 
given him such authority ut 
from Washington. In any event, however, 
nothing so far has resulted from this attempt. 
President Balmaceda has issued the follow- 
ing: 

Surprise and disdain have been here 
by the false, calymnious statements which the 
rebels publish in the European press. The rebel 
Congress closed June 1. The Congress lately elect- 
ed here works regulanly. It has approved the 
acts of the government and has invested it with 
extraordinary powers and authorized it to con- 
tract loans. Perfect order prevails. The army 
is well disciplined and is actuated by a gteat esprit 
de corps. The government cannot be vanquished 
by the rebels, who are only able to prolong 
the struggle to enrich themselves out of the ni- 
trate deposits. They have undertaken no expedi- 
tion against the government forces and are com- 
pletely discredited. The warships Lynch and 
Condell have gone northwest. Gen. Stephan's di- 
vision is here, after twice crossing the snow-cov- 
ered Andes. The discipline of the troops is irre- 
proachable. British, French, and German com- 
merce will be prejudiced by the rebels remaining 
at Tarapaca. ü 

Capt. Mouzum, commanding the Itata, has 
applied to Rear-Admiral McCann for protec- 
tion for his ship against the torpedo cruisers 
Almirante Condell and Almirante Lynch, 
which appeared off this harbor a few days ago. 

Lonpon, June 11.—A long circular note ad- 
dressed to the European powers by the Chilean 
Provisional Junta or Government, represent- 
ing the insurgent party of Chile, was pub- 
lished in England and on the continent today. 
The junta’s note is signed by Sefiors Matte 
and Ross, agents of the Congressional party. 
It speaks of recent lawless acts upon the part 
of “the dictator’? (Balmaceda), and claims 
for the Provisional Government belligerent 
rights on the ground that it is an organization 
sufficiently regularand responsible to Chileans 
and to foreigners, and able to make itself re- 
spected by force of arms. 

Wasuineton, D. C., June 11.—[Special.]— 
Richard Trumbull, the agent of the Chilean 
insurgents, wants the arms of the Itata back. 
That is why he has come to Washington. 
Officially Gen. Trumbull has no standing with 
the Government of the United States, but he 
is given the same liberty to be heard that 
would be accorded any interested person of 
responsible character. He had a long inter- 
view with Secretary Tracy today. Gen. Trum- 
bull made a strong plea for the insurgent 
cause and sought to have the arms still on the 
Itata remain in the custody of Admiral McCann 
until a judicial determination of their owner- 
ship can be reached. . ! 

San Pepro, Cal., June 11.—The Robert and 
Minnie was released under $38,500 bonds, and 
sailed yesterday afternoon for Eureka, Cal. 
Capt. O’Farrell is under $5,000 bonds, and the 
original crew is still held in the county jail in 
Los Angeles unable to get the bonds required. 
A new crew was shipped here. Capt. O’Far- 
rell will try to get a load in Eureka for trans- 
port and be back in time for his trial. 


THREE CASES OF SMALL-POX AT sr. PAUL 


A Score of Persons Exposed to the Disease 
Before It Is Recognized.

discovery of three cases of small-pox in the 
heart of the city, two of them at the Mer- 
chants’ Hotel and the other at the corner of 
Ninth and Jackson streets.

A- Condition of rin Almost Beyond Re- 
lief in the Crowded fives of Italians 
Under the Viaduct—The Commissioner 
of Public Wealth to Proceéd Against the 
Owners—Capt, Alvarez’s Experiment in 
. Disinfectinf Pronounced a Success. ~ 

Commigsioner of Public Health Ware went 
down to No. 541 South Clark street yesterday 
afternoon to witness an experiment by Capt. 

Adolphus Alvarez of the disinfecting by a 

secret process of what is known as one of the 

worst tenement-houses in the city. When he 


‘| Came back he lost no time in taking action 


against rich landlords who own the hovels on 
Clark street. He was amazed at the filth ana 
crowded condition of some of the tenement- 
houses, and he will endeavor to have them 
condemned today as being unfit for human 
habitation. 

The people who live in them are mostly 
Italians, At Nos. 541 and 543 South Clark 
street is a three-story frame attair that was 
once a house, so old and delapidated that it 
leans to one side. There are thirty-three 
rooms in this structure, which is more like a 
barn than a house. In the day time over 125 
people call ita home. How many live there 
at night no one knows, but hay beds and mat- 
tresses piled up in the rooms show that the 
number of night occupants must be some- 
thing over 200. 

The building has forty-three feet front on 
Clark street and is seventy feet deep. Each 
family is supposed to have two rooms, and in 
a suite from six to twelve persons find lodg- 


mg. Where a family of ten has only one 


room everything except the stove is turned 
into a bed at night, making things fairly 
crowded, 

Italian children swarm here, play in the 
dirt, and are never washed from one week’s 
end to the other. The men are squalid speci- 
mens, well mated in-the way of wives. 
The basement contains a saloon 
or two, dark: and dingy, and 
appearing to be underground on account of 
the viaduct, which is on a level with the sec- 
ond etory. The rooms have no cellar under 


them. 
Kennels for Human Beings. 

If the front par is bad the rear is revolting. 
No scavenger has been able to make an im- 
pression upon the refuse, but the odor does 
not drive away the Italians. In the 
rear of Nos, 537 and 539 the 
lessee has utilized the backyard 
by nailing together a few boards into 
kennels and renting them out at a big profit. 
Rusty pieces of stovepipe are thrust through 
the roof and puff their smoke into the washing 
that is hung out todry. It is not wearing ap- 
parel that is washed, but old rags picked up 
on the street, that have to be cleaned before 
they can be sold. Along the whole block were 
nothing but dens of filth, overcrowded with 
slovenly people, but bringing good incomes to 
the owners. : 

These hives are owned by Chancellor L. 
Jenks and the Jones estate. Today they will

F. D. Armour Says They Will Have to Fol- 
_ low Him te Tolleston, 

Cartspad, June II.— Mr. P. D. Armour of 
Chicago is here at present With his invalid 
wife. Mr. Armour said today he had just re- 
ceived a long dispatch from Chicago stating 
that ground had been broken at Tolleston, 
Ind., for the new stock-yards in which he, Mr. 
Morris, and Mr. Swift are interested. We 
have 4,000 acres of land there,” he said, 


‘““where we propose to establish packing- | 


houses and stock-yards. We have fine railway 
accommodations, pure water, and excellent 
sewerage. We shall not be so cramped for 
room as at the old stock-yards, which are al- 
together out of place in such close proximity 
to the best part of Chicago. We propose to 
issue $10,000,000 of stock, which we will divide 
among the packers and dealers who follow us 
to our new quarters. The proceeds of the sale 
of this stock will enable us to put up all the 
necessary buildings and improvements upon 
our land. 

Will the other packers follow your exam- 
ple and desert the old Stock-Yards?”’ he was 
asked. 

They cannot help themselves, answered 
Mr. Armour. We three practically control 
the business; the others must follow. Be- 
sides, it is to their own advantage. In the old 
Stock-Yards the charges are now so high that 
it scarcely pays to do business there. We 
shall be able to give accommodations at much 
more moderate rates. You see, the old Stock- 
Yards, which cost originally about $1,000,000, 
were sold some eight months ago to an En- 
glish syndicate for $25,000,000. The investors 
want to get their interest on this immense 
sum, consequently high charges are neces-

millions invested when you and all the other 
great houses move away? Will it not be prac- 
tically lost? 

“I am not worrying about the English in- 
vestors. I feel sorry for them, but must look 
out for my own interest and the interests of 
the community first.”’

Bilis That Affect Cook County. fies 

An important bill relating to Probate Cou 
fees was through the House today and 
sent to the Governor. As a law it will add 
largely to the earnings of the Probate Court 
in Cook County, and was quietly but effect- 
ively handled by J. W. McCarthy, chief clerk 
under Mr. Roger Sullivan. It provides that 
in estates not exceeding $5,000 in value the 
fee shall be $5, and $1 additional for each 
$1,000 in value on estates in excess of 
that amount. It also provides that in es- 
tates of $500 and less the Judge of the 
Probate Court shall have the power to release 
all costs on same at his discretion. Under 
the law as it stands the fee is the same for 
estates between $100,000 and $1,000,000. The 
new arrangement will increase the fees in the 
case of big estates only. * 

Senator Bass’ bill amending the Anti-Alien 
Property law, intended to apply in the case of 
Landlord Scully, was pa a third 
reading in House. It simply 
provides that aliens holding lands can 
convey the property to the citizens of the 
United States, and that the title is good if the 
transfer is made before the State takes pro- 
ceedings for forfeiture against such alien.

WRANGLE OVER THE ANNA ASYLUM, 


The Majority and Minority Reports Merely 
Spread Upon the Journal. 

SpRINGFIELD, III., June 11.—The Anna In- 
sane Asylum scandal occupied the attention of 
the House for long over an hour this morning. 
The special committee which has been investi- 
gating the charges of cruelty and mismanage- 
ment against the officials of that institution 
made their majority and minority reports yes- 
terday afternoon, and they came up as a spe- 


cial order immediately after the reading of 


the journal today. The majority re- 
port, signed by the Democratic members, 
found the Superintendent and his assistants 
guilty of extreme and repeated cruelty to in- 
mates and of other misdemeanors and irregu- 
larities of a serious nature, The niinority re- 
port, on the other hand, signed by the Repub- 
licans, was quite contradictory in its conclu- 
sions, and reported that the institution had 
been well managed and that the charges and 
testimony were of a personal, and malicious 
nature and unsupported by th8 evidence. 

Immediately after the reading of the reports 
Mr. Kirby of the Republican side moved that 
they both bé received and spread upon the 
journal, the committee dismissed, and that 
this end the controversy. 

Mr. Watson of the Democratic side, Chair- 
man of the committee, insisted, however, that 
the report of the Democratic majority should 
be given Spportunity for discussion and adop- 
tion by the House. He maintained that the 
committee had investigated the institution in 
a thoroughly impartial and unprejudiced man- 
ner, and thatthe findings of the majority 
were in strict accordance with the facts. 

Mr. White of the Republican side endeavor- 
ed to cvt off an exhaustive debate of the con- 
troversy by moving the previous question on 
Mr. Kirby’s motion; but the Democrats unan- 
imously voted No, and the motion was de- 
feated. 

Discussion on the report now followed. Mr. 
O’Donnell of the Democratic side declared 
that there was no partisan feeling what- 
ever in regard to this matter. “If

HALF A MILLION STOLEN. | 


HEAVY DEFALCATION IN THE NEW 
YORK LIFE-INSURANCE COMPANY. 


Julio Merzbacher, One of the Managers of 
the Spanish American Department, 
Speculates with the Company’s Funds— 
He Leaves the Country Defore the Ex- 
tent of His Shortage Is Discovered—New 
York to Have a New Law School— 
Gotham Notes. 

New York, June 11.—[{Special.|—Julio 
Merzbacher, the Spanish-American agent of 
the New York Life Insurance company, 
retired nominally because of ill-health 
four months ago. Now it appears that 
Merzbacher is a defaulter to a large amount. 


| An officer of the company admitted today 


that the defalcation was in excess of $150,000, 
but from what can be Jearned from outside 
sources it appears to be somewhere between 
$300,000 and $500,000. | 

The Spanish-American department of the 
New York Life Insurance company, since the 
retirement of Col. A. G. Dickinson, has been 
managed by Messrs. Sanchez & Merz- 
bacher as a firm. Up to the sudden de- 
parture of Merzbacher, the Spanish-American 
department handled all the business of the 
company in Mexico, Central and South Amer- 
ica, and the West Indies, a business aggregat- 
ing the enormous sum of from  $20,- 
000,000 to $30,000,000 annually. It ap- 
pears from Vice-President Welch’s statement 
that the company has been in the habit of 
turning over all its new policies and renewal 
receipts to the Spanish-American depart- 
ment for collection. Merzbacher and 
Sanchez, having acquired possession of 
these policies and renewals, distributed 
them through their agencies, and when the 
agenciee reported back to them they in turn 
reported back to the company in this city. 
In this way large sums of money were con- 
trolled ad interim by the Spanish-American 
department, 

Gave Him His Opportunity. 

When, as it frequently happened, one or the 
other of the members of the firm chancéd to be 
out in the field engaged in working up new 
business and instructin agents these 
large sums were naturally We in the hands 
of the member who remained at head- 
quarters. 
in this out of town work that Merzbacher, 
left in absolute control, made away 
with the sums which have been mentioned. 
Sanchez, it appears, left this city in August of 
last year, spendi the next six months in 
South America and in Europe perfecting the 
company’s Latin-American organization. 
When he returned to this wy late in last 
December he discovered the sho 
partner. 

Mr. Welch said yesterday that the New York 
Life Insurance company had no knowl 
that this. sort of thing was going on and that 
to this day it knew nothing of 
the means by which Merzbacher 

of his money. It is said that 
erzbacher spent nearly all his time in Wall 
street, in Sanchez’s absenve, and that he spec- 
ulated beyoud his means. With the light 
money and general shrink of last autumn 
he was “cleaned out.“ He made a clean 
breast of the affair when Sanchez confronted 
him with his guilt and expressed his convic- 
tion that if permitted to continue his spec- 
ulations he would recover his losses. At 
this stage in the proceedings the partners 
quarreled. The upshot of it was that Sanchez 
reported the whole matter to President Beers, 
and Merzbacher, who had beeu with the com- 
pany for fifteen years, left the office and 
the country. It 18 said that 
he s sailed for London before the 
extent of his defalcations was known, and 
then it was that the circular signed by Direct- 
or-General Sanchez was sent to the company’s 
Latin-American patrons, assuring them that 
will- health was the cause of their late 
manager’s retirement. 

itis explamed thatthis circular was not 
issued by the company for the purpose of al- 
laying suspicion, but for the reason that in 
all Spanish-American countries, where any 
change in a firm’s name or business is made, it 
is the custom to serve due notice thereof in 
printed form, signed by the remaining part- 
ner or his representative. In issuing 
this circular the intention of the com- 
pany -to keep the matter. of . Merz- 
bacher’s retirement as quiet as possible 
is quite plain, for, although the eirculars went 
into Central and South America and the West 
Indies, Merzbacher's most intimate associates 
in this city knew nothing of his removal until a 
month later. Even the news of the affair had 
been so carefully suppressed that no defalca- 
tion was suspected outside of the company’s 
office. Not until today was the true status of 
the case made known. 

Says the Company Will Not Suffer. 

Vice-President Welch was asked whether 
steps had been taken to catch Merzbacher. 
He said that none h been 
taken by the . to the best 
of his knowledge. hether Sanchez had 
done anything leading in that direction or not 
he was funable to say. He chose this 
opportunity to reiterate the statement 
that the company would not lose any- 
thing by Merzbacher’s shortages,, but that 
it would ultimately recover every cent from 
Merzbacher’s partner, 


Sanchez, who was 
short- 


was responsible for Merzbacher’s 
comings. When Merzbacher disap- 
peared Sanchez was called upon to 
make good the losses, and this, said Mr. Welch, 
he would do. He was then asked if Sanchez 
and Merzbacher were in any way bonded to 
the eam 

He replied that they were not; that they 
acted asafirm in the management of the 
company's Spanish-American business, and 
that as such one member was held liable for 
the shortcomings of ;the other. Merzbacher, 
he said, left some assets when he made his 
hasty departure and these were gg 
taken in charge by his late partner. e 
aniount of these assets Mr. Welch did not 
know. 


NEW YORK’S NEW LAW SCHOOL, 


The System Originated by Prof. Dwight 
Will Be Taught Exclusively. 

New Yor«, June 11.—[Special.|—A new law 
school for this city, in which will be perpetu- 
ated the system of instruction used for so 
many years in the Columbia Law School un- 
der Prof. T. W. Dwight, is now an assured 
fact. Prof. George Chase, late of Columbia,

ILLINOIS’ SUPREME COURT REVERSES 
THE FINDING OF THE APPELLATE.

Preferences Decided Not Allowable in Cases 


of Voluntary Assignment—Original Ju- 
risdiction of the County Court Estab- 


in Cook County. 


Spriverrerp, III., June 11.—[Special.]—The 
Supreme Court today filed an important opin- 
ion regarding the law of assignment 
in the case of John V. Farwell et 
al. vs. Daniel Cohen. George Silver- 
mann, a merchant of Danville, dealing in 
dry goods, boots and shoes, carried a stock 
worth $10,000. He was largely in debt, owing 
upwards of $40,000. His creditors were press- 
ing him and some disposition of his 
property, was necessary. Dec. 14, 1887, 
he conveyed his entire stock to Daniel Cohen, 
who at once took possession of the 
stock and advertised it for sale. Appellant, 
claiming that the transfer to Cohen was an 
assignment for the benefit of creditors, peti- 
tioned the County Court of Vermillion Coun- 
ty, alleging that they were creditors of Silver- 
mann, and that the deed of transfer covered 
all of his property and the deed was, in fact 
and law an assignment for the benefit of 
creditors with unlawful preferences; that 
Cohen refused to recognize it as such and was 
about to sell the property and pay the proceeds 
over to the favored creditors and to adminis- 
ter the property solely for their benefit. with- 
out complying with any of the provisions 
of the assignment act; and ignor- 
ing the County Court and denying its 
jurisdiction over him, that he had 
filed no bond or inventory as assignee, and did 
not intend todo so. Upon this petition the 
County Court entered an order enjoining 
Cohen from disposing of the property until a 
hearing could be had and citing him to appear 
and show cause, etc.

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WORK OF UNIVERSITY EXTENSION. 


8 
A New Society Organized by Men Promi- 
ment in Educational Circles. 

The Chicago University Extension Society 
has been organized. 

Dr. W. F. Poole, Dr. Henry Wade Rogers, 
Dr. William C. Roberts, Prof. De Garno, 
¥ranklin MacVeagh, Dr. James T. Hatfield, 
Dr. N. S. Davis, and Jane Adams, the com- 
mittee. appointed at the general meeting 
to formulate plans for carrymg on the 
work of: university extension, met yesterday 
afternoon in the assembly-room at the New- 
berry Library. Letters were read from Presi- 
dent Peabody of Champaign, III., expressing 
regret for his inability to attend the meet- 
ing, and from Dr. E. J. James, President 
of the American Society for University Exten- 
sion, asking the coédperation of Chicago with 
the National Society at Philadelphia. Dr. 
William R. Harper, President of the Chicago 
University, formally accepted by letter his ap- 
pointment on the commuttee, but added that 
he would act independent of the society in 
matters pertaining to university extension 
in the Chicago University. 

Dr. Rogers’ first motion to organize a society 
to work in conjunction with the general bod 
at Philadelphia was tabled after an anim 
discussion. Dr. Rogers substituted a measure 
— at once for the establishment of a 

hicago society for the purpose of university 
extension. For the fu ce of the project 
Dr. Rogers had prepared a constitution which 
was taken up article by article and adopted as 
follows: 

Art. I. The name shall be the Chicago Society 
for the Extension of University Teaching. a

Art. III. The annual fee 3 membership shall 


be $3 and a life membershi 

Art. IV. The affairs of the society shall be 

verned by a council of twenty-four members, a 
third of whom shall retire — year, new mem- 
bers being elected by the cofincil to fill vacancies. 

Dr. Roberts, Dr. Rogers, and Dr. Poole 
were named as members of this council, and 
the other present members of the committee 
were added, also President Harperof the 
Chicago University, President Angell of the 
Michigan State University, President Eaton 
of Beloit College, President Chamberlain of 
the Wisconsin State University, President 
Peabody of Illinois State University, Presi- 
dent Coulton of the Indiana State University, 
and President Cyrus Norton of the University 
of Minnesota. r. Franklin MacVeagh was 
elected Treasurer of the. society to solicit 
funds and membership. 

The remaining articles of the constitution 
referring to rules governing the council were 
placed in the hands of a committee composed 
of Dr. Rogers and Dr. Poole. Prior to the 
ad journment the selection of a Secretary was 
delegated to them.

From this order Cohen appealed 
to the Circuit Court of Vermillion County, 
where the order of the County Court was af- 
firmed, He thereupon 8 to the Appel- 
late Court for the Fourth District, where the 
order of the Circuit Court was reve and 
the cause remanded with -instructions to dis- 
miss the petition. From this judgment 
of the ar nee Court the  petition- 
ers appealed to the Supreme Court. The 

Appellate Court held that the record as herein 
stated did not show such an assignment as 
would confer jurisdiction upon County 
Court, and that the instrument set out in the 


petition was not such an assignment, because 


it was not acknowledged or recorded as re- 


quired. 

The Supreme Court reverses this finding, 
holding that the statute of this State does not 
contain any negative words declaring in- 
valid any assignment not acknowledged. 
The directions are not obligatory in 
every case, but are discretionary, and a 
failure to comply with all of them will not 
violate the act, and will not prejudice the 
rights of those interested. The assignment 
act is for the benefit of the creditors, and un- 
less they complain of a failure to follow out 
every absolute requirement none others 
can interpose objections. When a deed of 
assignment is made and the property de- 
livered with it the failure of the as- 
signee to perform any or all the acts re- 
quired to be performed by bim should 
not permit the assignment to fall still-born, 
because the assignor as wellas the creditors 
is interested in the matter. Justices Wilkin 
and Magruder filed a dissenting opinion.

DAMAGING BLOW AT THE FAIR BY THE 
FREIGHT AGENTS. 

The General Freight committee of the 
Central Traffic Association is reported to have 
adopted certain rules to govern freight charges 
on exhibits for the World’s Fair which are 
open to serious objection. It is decided to 
charge Full tarif rates, plus switching charges, 
on all things going to the Exhibition and re- 
turn them free under certain regulations, one 
of which is that the going and coming must be 
over the same route—else a second full charge 
will be exacted. 

It is singular that the subordinate agents of 
the railroads should decide on such an unfair 
unjust, and crippling method of carrying 
freight to the Fair when the Presidents of 
those lines have subscribed largely to the 
World’s Fair fund and otherwise manifested a 
disposition to do all in their power to make 
the Exposition a grand success. It is hard to 
see what policy actuates these minor cfficials 
in thus seeking to thrust a knife into the 
vitals of the undertaking by insisting on ex- 
acting full toll on everything going to the Fair, 
which must necessarily repress sending things. 

There are three possible modes of dealing 
with the question. The first is that which 
these officers have resolved upon, and it is the 
worst possible. The second would be to 
charge half rates each way; this including 
permission to return freight by any route the 
owner desired. The third would be to carry 
free all articles to be exhibited atthe Fair 
and exact full rates on everything returned, 
sold or unsold. The last named would be 
found to pay the railroad companies the most 
money when counted in with their big receipts 
from passenger service, and no one can doubt 
that it would most conduce to the success of 
the Fair, which these freight agent officials 
should have at heart in common with all good 
citizehs, but which they don’t appear to have. 

To charge full freight rates on all goods 
coming to the Exposition and also full rates 
on all goods that may be sold will lessen the 
volume of the exhibits enormously and may 
even result in causing such a poor display of 
things from a long distance that the Sanbal- 
lats in New York would pronounce the Fair a 
failure. Most of the best goods to be placed 
on exhibition will have to come from such 
long distances that the cost of full transporta- 
tion, added to the expense incurred in exhibit- 
ing and caring for the property while here, 
would constitute a large part of the final sell- 
ing value of the goods, and badly restrict 
their sale by the needless enhancement of 
price buyers are asked to pay. 

Of course the proportion of carrying 
charges to the final value would vary consid- 
erably according to the material, being far 
greater in the case of live stock and bulky 
property than silks or diamonds, but the ex- 
action of full freight coming is equally objec- 
tionable as a matter of policy, because its 
effect will be crippling and repressive. If, on 
the other hand, the people of other cities and 
countries were invited to send in their prop- 
erty free of freight charges and required to 
pay full freight on return, or to ship at half 
charges in and out, they would naturally want 
to sel] as much here as possible. 

If the freight agents raised the plea to this 
arrangement that it would open a door to 
fraudulent shipments, ostensibly for the Fair 
but actually for private sale to citizéns, it 
would be untenable, because the railroad man- 
agers would protect themselves, as now, by 
scrutinizing the bills of lading and would see 
that no articles billed as the exhibit were 
diverted to other uses. They would see the 
goods placed in the Fair. 

The Directors of the Worild’s Fair should 
strenuously kick against the repressive freight- 
ing scheme agreed on by the agents and calito 
it the attention of the railroad magnates whose 
subordinates have committed the latter to a 
position so-highly prejudicial to the success of 
the great undertaking. It ought to be depre- 
cated by every one who wishes the great 
Columbian Exhibition to be a magnificent 
success. No worse blow can be struck than 
that delivered by the freight agents.

TARIFF REPEALERS, NOT TARIFF RE- 
FORMERS, 

The Democrats have taken “Tariff Re- 
form for their motte and they call them- 
selves ‘“‘ Tariff Reformers. Their object, 
however, is to do away with tariffs altogether, 
to pull dewn custom-houses, and to open 
American ports to the competing goods of 
every European nation. Therefore they are 
not Tariff Reformers, but Tariff Repealers. 
With equal propriety Col. Ingersoll, who 
wishes to do away with all theology, might 
call himself a theological reformer. The 
Democrats do not want to prune tariffs or to 
check their exuberance, but to destroy them, 
root and branch. 

The Democrats are sailing under false colors 
therefore. Not they, but the Republicans, are 
the Tariff Reformers. The policy of the 
former party is todo away with all custom- 
house duties out of fear that they may protect 
somebody and under the pretense that they 
injure the consumer. Democrats think only 
of cheap goods for consumers and never of 
good wagesfor producers. The McKinleyites, 
who are at the other extreme, think only of 
certain classes of producers and disregard the 
consumers. 

Between these equally one-sided and equally 
unsafe doctrines stand the Republicans, who 
aim to promote the interests of both consum- 
ers and producers, believing that the country 
is most prosperous when both are flourishing. 
The Republicans wish to preserve the higher 
wage scale and higher standard of living of 
American workingmen. ‘Therefore they im- 
pose duties on the competing products of 
Europeans, who are paid less and live worse, 
in order that the American may not be forced 
down to the foreign level. It is their belief 
that if the workman of this country were 
driven to live less comfortably than he does 
now that would mean a lesseningof his capac- 
ity as a consumer. The less he consumes 
the worse it is for the producers. 

On the other hand the Republicans do not, 
like the McKinleyites, wish to make the tariff 
duties so high as to keep out foreign compet- 
ing goods under any and all circumstances, 
and thus put it in the head of the American 
manufacturer to form a trust and squeeze 
extortionate prices out of the home consum- 
ers. In order to prevent this form of robbery, 
and this abuse of protection, they become 
Tariff Reformers, as Garfield was, and as Re- 
publican Congressmen were during Arthur’s 
Administration. Had the wholesome creed of 
those days been adhered to by the last Con- 
gress there would not be so many Congres- 
sional tombstones scattered over the United 
States. 

Where a duty turns out to be too high the 
Republicans aim to reduce it till it does just 
the work it was intended to perform and noth- 
ing more. That is Tariff Reform. The Dem- 
ocrats would abolish the duty. That is not 
Tariff Reform. The Republicans are for 
duties which shall protect the pruducer with- 
out harming the consumer, and shall furnish 
a large portion of the revenue needed for the 
support of the government. The -Democrats 
are for the repeal of all duties and the raising 
of the revenue they supply by means of an 
income tax. Instead of drawing money from 
the custom-houses, they prefer to take it from 
the wage fund, thus crippling the productive 
power of the country and impoverishing the 
producers.

CHEAP GAS! 

It is difficult to understand the proposition 
made by the Chicago Smokeless’ Fuel Gas 
company to the city last Monday. The offer 
is to furnish 1,000,000 cubic feet of eighteen 
candle power illuminating gas every twenty- 
four hours at a stated price, and to do 80 
within thirty days from the date of signing 
the contract. It is fair to infer the company 
does not oontemplate the putting in of supply 
mains and pipes in the time named; and the 
price stated, 15 cents per 1,000 feet, is for de- 
livery in the holder or gasometer. The figure 
named is a low ope. 
works at Jackson, Mich., has demonstrated 
that gas can be manufactured at 10% cents 
per 1,000 feet, not including the cost 
of distribution. But that gas is not an 
illuminant except when used with an 
incandescent burner, though it was partially 
carbureted, as it contained the product of 
the first distillation of the coal. The differ- 
ence of 4% cents would seem to be scarcely 
large enough to pay for carbureting und in 
addition to yield a satisfactory profit to the 
manufacturers. Hence the desired result 
would seem to be obtainable only by some 
new and more economical process than the 
one employed at Jackson. It is difficult to 
see where such a saving could come in, as gas- 
making has now developed into anart in which 
no additional enormous gain can be secured 
over previous ones. Still the prime cost stated 
is not far out of line with the theoretical de- 
ductions that have been made by afew gas 
experts within the last two or three years, and 
it is interesting to find that some one has the 
courage of his convictiors in regard to the 
practicability of making cheap gas for the use 
of the people. 

The city authorities would hardly be justi- 
fied m accepting such an offer de novo if it 
would entail the fresh tearing up of all the 
streets for the purpose of putting in a.com- 
plete new system of mains and supply pipes. 
Interest on the cost of the plant and other 
large items of expenditure for distribution 
would have to be charged into the price paid

1,000 miles of new ning But the offer may 
be commended to the attention of the Mayor 
and Controller. who are now empowered to 
treat with the gas companies for a future sup- 
ply. These gentlemen may press the matter 
home upon the company officials as quasi 
proof that they are asking too much for their 
goods. Apart from the offer cited there 
is no room to doubt that more than one 
responsible party would be glad of the op- 
portunity to contract with the city for the 
work of supplying a satisfactory gas to both 
public and private consumers for about 75 
cents per 1,000 and give acceptable bonds for 
the performance of the service, provided the 
city would guarantee it for a long term of 
years. The gas officials should be given to 
understand that if they insist on too much 
their attitude will invite attention to some 
such proposal, and that the pressure in its 
favor may possibly be so great as to override 


all considerations of inconvenience in making 


the change. The gas companies have long 
ruled the people of this city with a high hand. 
It may be well for them to consider the possi- 
bility of their sticking out till patience ceases 
to be a virtue. 


LOW LAKE FREIGHTS. a 

The owners of vessel property on the lakes 
have recently complained bitterly of the low 
freight rates prevailing. They have been 
forced to carry grain from Chicago to Buffalo 
for one cent per bushel, and it is intimated 
that some of them have -even accepted less 
than that in a few cases, though it is close to 
the minimum figure ever paid for transporta- 
tion of freight on the lakes. That the price 
named does not pay expenses goes without 
saying. The actual cost of carrying by water 
has been much cheapened in recent years by 
the use of larger vessels and greater econoiny 
in the obtaining and utilization of motive 
power, but it is still impossible to pay run- 
ning expenses and interest on the value of the 
vessel out of the one cent accepted for freight 
room. 

The cause of this depression is well known. 
It lies in the fact that the grain crops of the 
West last year were far below the average 
yield, leaving a much smaller surplus to be 
sent East, and the greater competition for the 
lessened amount of business has induced un- 
derbidding among carriers both by lake and 


rail till they have reached the low-water mark 


in quotations. There is no help for this. It 
is a legitimate consequence of natural condi- 
tions, which have in some former years op- 
erated in the same way, and may be depended 
upon to do so again should they ever recur. 
But history has repeated itself in the other di- 
rection and may be trusted to do it this time, 
while there is reason to believe the repetition 
will not be Jong deferred. The promise 
for cereal yield in the West was never better 
than now. The wheatfields are luxuriant with 
the material for an abundant harvest, the 
oats crop is assured to be much better than 
the one of last year, and the outlook for corn 
is simply magnificent, the only drawback in 
the latter case being that the yield will not be 
available for transportation for several months 
yet. As corn is the one cereal that tells most 
on the altitude of freight rates it is probable 
the railroads will catch the benefit of it before 
the lake vessels do; in other words that pay- 
ing rates for the transportation of grain from 
the West to the East will set in during the 
winter, and that the vessel interest will not 
feel the change much before the opening of 
navigation next spring. 

It is not to be expected that lake craft will 
again be able to command the 16 cents per 
bushel for carrying-‘grain to Buffalo which 
they exacted along in the seventies. Those 
were halcyon times, never te return. But the 
owners are entitled to expect the recurrence 
of normal conditions, under which they can 
secure a fair remuneration for the amount of 
service rendered. They are now simply pass- 
ing through the period of depression to which 
all important business interests have to sub- 
mit at some time or other, and the evil is best 
borne as philosophically as possible. There is 
no use in grumbling. That does not mend 
matters. On the contrary if it do not tend 
to make them worse it interferes with the 
comfort which may be derived from the re- 
flection that every cloud has a silver lining 
and that the darkest hour is usually the one 
just before the dawn. Certainly the lake car- 
riers are not without hope of a measurably 
speedy reaction due to the gathering of the 
bounteous harvests now almost in sight and 
the fact that every available bushel of our 
surplus bids fair to be wanted to fill the un- 
usually large cereal deficiencies of Europe. 


THE REMOVAL OF STREET OBSTRUCTIONS. 

Commissioner Aldrich 1s doing a good work 
in removing street obstructions. He is re- 
establishing the almost forgotten principle 
that the streets and sidewalks are not for the 
sole use and benefit of the business occupants 
of abutting property, but belong to the entire 
body of citizens, and are meant for their ac- 
commodation. If the Commissioner will per- 
sist in his policy Chicagoans will be able 
soon to travel on foot and in cabs or other 
vehicles through sections of the city which 
have for some time been closed to everything 
but trucks during the business hours of the 
day. 

The business-men, who have been among 
the chief offenders, are convinced that Mr. 
Aldrich is in earnest, for they have agreed to 
codperate with him. That is well. There are 
two ways of settling the nuisance complained 
of. One of them is by the John Wentworth 
method—to take down, gather up, and remove 
all the signs and other obstructions by night 
and pile them up in a vacant square where 
owners may go, prove property, pay fines, 
and take them away. The other way is to 
secure the codperation and assistance of the 
persons whom it is desired to regulate. By 
this plan the best results can be secured with 
the least friction and ill-feeling. 

The business men “own up the corn that 
they have been “crowding the mourners ”’ 
pretty badly and have been too indifferent to 
the rights of the public on the streets. Their 
confession justifies the hope that the day is 
coming when the sidewalks of Michigan ave- 
nue from Randolph street to Rush street 
bridge will not be heaped with barrels, boxes, 
crates, casks, and iron bars, and thickly ob- 
structed with skids and planks which make 
its navigation for all but trucks more difficult 
than that of the Upper Missouri in low water 
with all its sandbars and snags; and that the 
time will come also when the occupants of 
stores will discourage the almost universal 
practice of teamsters when unloading on dif- 
ferent sides of the street of placing-their teams 
with such ingenuity that the horses’ heads touch 


and form a barrier which the most intrepid 


driver of a light wagon does not dare to try to 
break through. 

There is no excuse for the way in which that 
section of the city nas been monopolized by 
the business-men. There are wide alleys and 
courts and Central avenue to the east. There 
is room enough for them to do their loading 
and unloading without trespassing so out- 
rageously on the rights of citizens. Nor can 
they excuse themselves by pointing to South 
Water street. That is notathoroughfare. Few 
are they who go on that street except to make 
purchases of marketing, or out of curiosity to 


see one of the great food markets of the United

The aftermath or second mowing of the 

baccarat case promises not only to be abun- 

dant, but of a quality which will delight the 

hearts of Sir William Gordon-Cumming ‘and 

his new wife. First and foremost, that radical 


able mother, is aroused, and, it is said, has 
called upon Albert Edward to explain his con- 
duct that memorable evening at Tranby Croft, 
and it is also said that the royal hand will fall 
heavily upon some of the Prince’s associates 
in the gambling transactions, Though the 
Prince is old enough to be a grandfather, he 
is not yet so far emancipated from filial re- 
sponsibilities that he can afford to be indiffer- 
ent to this maternal demand. As Parliament 
will not pay his debts the Queen feels it in- 
cumbent upon herself to do so, and under the 
circumstances it is only natural she should 
desire to know the nature of them and under 
what circumstances they were incurred. 

The Prince of Wales is hearing from his 
notorious conduct all over. The religious 
papers are handling him without gloves. The 
Liberal Radical Society of Scotland has for- 
warded a resolution to him condemning his 
conduct and asking him to resign his commis- 
sion in the army. The Secretary of State for 
War is flooded with letters demanding that an 
investigation shall be made of the Tranby 
Croft incident so far as it relates to him and 
the officers of the army. Meanwhile an anti- 
bacearat crusade has begun in the towns and 
cities of England, and parties are being ar- 
rested and fined under the gambling act who 
allow the Prince’s favorite game to be played 
on their premises. 

The most notable, and what promises to bo 
the most sensational, outcome of the scandal, 
however, is the announvement that Sir Will- 
iam Gordon-Cumming will give his version of 
the Tranby Croft affair in a printed volume 
shortly to appear, to be accompanied by other 
information of a highly interesting nature as 
to the habits of the Prince and his male and 
female associates. As Sir William was the 
Prince’s intimate friend for twenty-three 
years he certainly is in a position to speak 
with knowledge and authority—literally by 
the card. The general scheme of this brochure, 
it is said, includes the following points: 

The rascality of Lycett Green; the manner 
in which the Prince of Wales keeps secrets; his 
candid opinion of the hostess of Tranby Croft; 
the true and only reason why he was called upon 
to sign “that document’’; how the Prince of 
Wales plays the role of banker; why he carries 
his own baccarat apparatus about with him: the 
nonsense that occurred among the party on both 
nights of the play; and last, but not least, Lady 
Brooke’s reason for breaking her promise to the 
Prince of Wales that she would not utter a single 
word about the affair to a living being. 

Should such a book be written it is need- 
less to say it would be the greatest success of 
the season. The scheme suggests opportuni- 
ties for Sir William of the most fruitful kind 
and promises to throw a flood of light upon 
the manner in which the heir-apparent passes 
his time as well as the relations which he oc- 
cupies to some of his friends. The scandal 
has been hard upon: Sir William, but. it has 
brought abundant grist to his mill, and the 
grist will be ground, for no special divinity 
now hedges in royalty. The influences of that 
hilarious night at Tranby Croft may be far- 
1 It is something more than idle cu- 
riosity that is urging on the English people.

SALISBURY ON SILVER. 

Cable advices from England intimate that 
Lord Salisbury has radically changed his views 
on the silver question. Hitherto he has al- 
ways been an unequivocal gold monometal- 
list, and it is said Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Goschen’s scheme for issuing silver 
notes (for about $2.50 each) was abandoned 
simply because the Premier opposed it. Now 
he is quoted in the cablegram as saying to a 
confidential friend: 

Conditions materially modifying the financial 
situation of the whole world have been developed 
during the last twelve months. The world has 
been growing faster commercially and financially 
than it has in population, and to a greater or less 
extent old methods will have to be supplemented 
and the business machinery of the world de- 
veloped and enlarged. It begins to look as if 
there was not enough gold in sight to satisfac- 
torily financier the business of the worid. 


He added that England must not be handi- 
capped by prejudices, which may, perhaps, 
be accepted as a significant intimation that it 
has been decided to recommend that Great 
Britain shall swing into line as a bimetallic 
country, increase its stock of coined silver, 
and issue paper notes against it, as the United 
States does. If this program be carried out a 
long step will have been taken towards restor- 
ing a parity between silver and gold. It will 
be remembered that England was the first 
nation to adopt the anti-silver policy, sixty or 
seventy years ago. Germany followed in 
1872.73, when ‘loaded up with French ransom 
gold, and the movement spread to other coun- 
tries, much the same as the tumble in a row 
of bricks ensues from one of the number 
being toppled over, and then the Latin Union 
ceased coining silver. It is fair to presume that 
if England retraces its steps in this matter 
the rest will also take the back track. If En- 
gland should resolve in favor of a bimetallic 
basis the door will be opened for another sil- 
ver congress, called this time by England, 
sitting in London and attended by represent- 
atives from the United States and Germany 
as well as the other leading nations of Europe. 
That congress may be able to fix upon a uni- 
form ratio of gold and silver coin values, not 
necessarily the old one; and also to recom- 
mend a common coin value such as exists 
among the parties to the Latin Union. Un- 
doubtedly the conference would take note of 
all the conditions which should be considered 
in determining the new ratio, and if an agree- 
ment were reached we should then have a 
restoration of equality under which gold. and 
silver could circulate side by side all over the 
civilized world without prejudice to either 
and to the great ad vantage of all concerned. 

It would be im possible for the United States 
to undertake the rehabilitation of silver single- 
handed and alone with any hope of succeed- 
ing. We have not the power to do it under 
any circumstances. Even if we could start 
out afresh without a single dollar of coined 
silver we could no more lift up to a parity of 
16 to 1 all the silver bullion of the world than 
a man can walk off with a ton weight on his 
back. Instead of that position, however, we 
are loaded down with nearly $400,000,000 of 
silver only worth 75 per cent, the magnitude 
of the burden with the protection against for- 
eign bullion being apparently as great as Can

Displeasure—Sir William Gordon-Cam- 
ming’s Criticism of Justice Coleridge 
May Cause Him Trouble—A Member of

Loxpoy, June 11.—A disagreeable scene oc- 
curred at the Ascot races today, an unfavora- 
ble démonstration to the Prince of Wales 
being made. An attempt has been made to 
hush the matter up, and the newspapers have 
been solicited from influential quarters to 
make no mention of the facts, or at least to 
minimize the importance of the affair. As 
the Prince was driving up with a party of his 
noble friends the crowd in the vicinity, com- 
posed mostly of well-dressed people, but with 
a sprinkling of a rougher element, hooted and 
jeered his Royal Highness, making sarcastic 
allusions to the baccarat scandal. Some cried 
out, “ Have you brought your counters with 
you?” and others indulged in more offensive 
thrusts. The aristocratic group around the 
Prince, though apparently too astonished and 
startled to be in full possession of their wits, ¢ 
managed to make a counter demonstration of 
a rather weak sort in support of the Prince, 
who was himself pale with anger, and who 
cast furious glances at his insulters. This is 
believed to be the first time that a disrespect- 
ful demonstration has ever been made against 
the Prince of Wales by a crowd bearing any 
claim to respectability, and the incident is 
even more significant than the lecturing that 
he has been getting the last few days from re- 
ligious and secular newspapers. . 

It is said that the Queen is so deeply stirred - 
up over the baccaret revelations that she has 


directed the Prince of Wales to make an early | 


personal explanation of his conduct, and that 
sothe of the Prince’s associates in the game 
may be made to feel the royal displeasure. 
The Secretary of State for War has been 
overwhelmed with letters demanding that ac- 
tion be taken against the implicated officers. 

Sir William Gordon-Cuinming is expected

BARINGS’ SECURITIES NOT GOOD, 


Their Assets Shown to Be Less than the 
Liabilities. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. | 

Loxpon, June 11.—The Baring balance sheet, 
issued this morning, was a great disappoint- 
ment. It shows outstanding liabilities to be 
27,886,973, of which £7,008,600 are due to the 
Bank of England, Against this there are re- 
alizable assets, such as money at call, bills 
receivable, remittances to come forward, part- 
ners’ estates, and due from foreign govern- 
ments and other debtors, amounting in all to 
£2,859,779. The remaining assets are in se- 
curities, most of them Argentine. Securities 
other than South American figure at £1.100,- 
000; Uruguayan securities at £5,786,298. This 
leaves an apparent surplus of £3,526,409, but 
the value of the securities is calculated on the 
basis of prices ruling Oct. 31, 1890, since 
which time many of them have declined 
to one-half of their former prices. On the 
basis. of present market quotations, 
which are, however, mostly nominal, the 
Uruguayan securities can hardly be worth 
more than 41, 500.000. Of the Argentine se- 
curities, nearly 42. 750.000 are supposed to be 
in 11 — Ayres water-works scheme, the 
resent market value of which is 41.750, 000 
ess than last October. Taking the balance of 
the Argentines as being worth half the prices 
current in last October, which is much above 
what they could be sold at now, the nominal 
surplus would be more than wiped out. The 
bank has until Oct. 15, 1893, to complete the 
liquidation; but it may call upon the guar- 
antors wheuever in tho opinion of the Govern- 
ors the liquidation has gone as far as it is 
practicable. :

FORGED HER HUSBAND'S NAME. 


The Wife of a Berlin Financiér Swindles 
Him and Runs Away.

Berti, June 11.—Two years ago Herr 
Brauns, the well-known financier and factory- 
owner of this city, married at Pesth the daugh- 
ter of a wealthy banker of that place noted 
for her beauty. The couple set up an estab- 
lishment in Berlin, where they entertained in 
princely fashion, the bride soon being recog- 
nized as one of the leading ladies of the cap- 
ital. A. month ago she suddenly vanished 
from the mansion of Herr Brauns in Pots- 
damer strasse, and her whereabouts could not 
be learned until a day or two ago, when it was 
discovered that she was a fugitive from jus- 
tice and had taken refuge in her father’s 
house at Pesth.

GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


Sir Harry Parkes’ Argument in Favor of 
an Australian Confederation. 
[SPECIAL CABLE, j } 

Lonpon, June 11.—Dispatches from Sydney, N. 
S. W., give extracts from the election address of 
Sir Harry Parkes, in which he denounces the 
provincialist party, who compelled an appeal to 
the country on the question of Australian federa- 
tion. He defends the policy pursued by himself 
as Premier of the colony, and declares that New 
South Wales would be benefited by the adoption 
of federation.

FUNERAL OF SIR JOHN MACDONALD. 
Final Services Over the Dead Premier's 
Remains—The Obituary Record. 

Kineston, Ont., June 11.— Special. }—The 
mortal remains of Sir John Macdonald were 
committed to their last resting place in the 
pretty little cemetery at Cataraqui today.

THE COLUMBIAN EXPOSITION WILL. 
NOT FOSTER PRIVATE ENTERPRISES. 


The Board of Control States Its Position in 
the Matter of Advertising the Fair in 
Foreign Countries—Reasons for Its Ac- 
tion—Contracts for the Women’s Build- 
iug Awarded. to Chicago Firms—Max- 
well’s Case Considered by the Special 
Committee—Other Fair News. 

Foreign affairs, including the direction of 
foreign agents, in with the Expo- 
sition will hereafter be under the direction of 
the National Commission, its Board of Con- 
trol, and the Director-General. Either this 
will happen or the pleasant relations existing 
at present between the local directory and the 
National Commission will be strained. 

Yesterday the Board of Control asserted 


‘ itself, and after hours of discussion resolved 


that the indiscriminate manner in which the 
relations with foreign governments have been 
conducted must cease, and that the National 
Commission or its agents should conduct the 
business. It is the opinion of the Board of 
Control that all agents now abroad or in the 
future sent abroad should be under the direc- 
tion of Director-General Davis, to whom all 
reports should be made instead of to the local 
Committee on Foreign Exhibits, the Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means, etc., as is the case at 


present. 

Private corporations seeking to use the Ex- 
position company for advancing their inter- 
ests are to be summarily squelched. In fact, 
the Board of Control asserted its prerogative 
yesterday and passed the following resolutions: 

Wuereas, It has been brought to the attention 
of this board that efforts are being made by indi- 
viduals, as well as by corporations—manifestly 
organized for the purpose—to obtain authorita- 
tive recognition, either expressly or impliedly, so 
as to constitute such 2 or corporations 

uasi-official agents for the advertisement of the 

xposition in — countries, and which efforts 
are clearly inspired by expected profit, gain, or 
advantage to such persons or corporations, and 
have not for their primary and principal object 
the promotion of the success of the Exposition; 


and 

Wuereas. The employment of any agency of 
this character cannot be substantially beneficial 
to a great national undertaking, but is more like- 
ly to create scandal and justly provoke adverse 
criticism on those officially responsible for its 
management; and 

WHEREAS, relations which shall exist be- 

tween foreign I their official repre- 
sentatives, and the exhibiters thereof, and the 
said Exposition are exclusively under the con- 
trol and jurisdiction of the commission, or, when 
not in session, of this board, which has been duly 
invested with its power in that behalf, conform- 
ably to the terms and stipulations of the compact 
between the National Commission and the World's 
Columbian Exposition, as embodied in the report 
of their joint committees ; therefore,

ency for the promotion of the interest of the 
position in foreign countries, or the establish- 

ment of relations with foreign governments or the

„ and resolution bestransmitted by 
the dent of this board to the President of the 
World's Columbian Exposition for the informa-

Reasons for the Action. 

The apparent motive for the foregoing res- 
olutions was what was regarded as the in- 
cipient fostering of two private enterprises by 
the Department of Publicity and Promotion. 
The individuals referred to in the resolu- 
tions are said to be H. S. Wicks, who is pro- 
moting a ‘‘ Columbian Expedition to Europe,”’ 
and the “Chicago Exposition Commercial 
Club company.” The latter is a stock com- 
pany which wishes to take charge of exhibits 
froin foreign countries. It has an advertised 
capital stock of $1,000,000 and its headquarters 
are at Room 6038 Pullman Building. 

Mr. Wicks’ scheme, a purely private one, is 

to send an industrial expedition to 3 
next month. In this expedition be would 
have representatives of leadi industrial 
firms and also writers who would send back 
reports of the cities visited 
the result of observations in the 
different cities. Mr. Wicks’ scheme was, fur- 
ther, to distribute World’s Fair literature and 
thus associate his enterprise with thé Exposi- 
tion. Maj. Handy, it appeared, was pleased 
with the plan and gave Mr. Wicks desk-toom 
in one of the offices at World’s Fair bead- 
quarters and had 1,000 letter-heads printed for 
his benefit. These letter-heads were eqnally 
strong for Me. Wicks and the Exposition, On 
the first page appeared the World's Colum- 
bian Expedition to Europe.“ Under this 
head line, in brackets, were the words, Un- 
der the sanction of the World's Columbian 
Exposition.“ This appears on the right side 
of the page. On the left is the address of Mr. 
Wicks, in care of the Department of mo- 
tion and Publicity.”” The remaining three 
pages are covered with printed matter con- 
cerning the advantages of the expedition and 
something about the Exposition. The first 
page is blank for correspondence, ‘The re- 
maining three are for advertisement. 

The other scheme is somewhat different and 
has not proceeded quite so far. The plan was 
to get the Department of Publicity and Pro- 
motion to pay the postage on its circulars ad- 
vertising its business in France as a company 
for taking care of exhibits. The proj rs 
told Maj. Handy that they would allow him to 
— Exposition matter in their envelopes if 

would pay the postage. Maj. Handy said 
he thought favorably of the scheme but would 
have to see what they wished to advertise be- 
fore he would pay the postage. Mr. Handy 
went to Philadelphia, and day before yester- 
day the Chicago Exposition Commercial 
Club“ dumped 7,500 of its advertisements 
into the mailing room of the Department of 
Promotion and Publicity. They are still 


Investigating the Schemes. 


Vice-President Bryan discovered the cir- 
culars of the two enterprises yesterday, and 
was wrought up. He went to President 
Baker and President Palmer, and there was a 
lively expression of disapprobation all around 
the building. 

R. E. A. Dorr, one of Maj. Handy's assist- 
ante, was asked to explain the two schemes. 
Concerning the Wicks enterprise, he said that 
the stationery did not cost much, and Maj, 
Handy thought that the amount of literature 
the expedition would distribute would 
more than cover the expense. He said, also, 
that the Director-General was acquainted 
with the plan. 

The other scheme, Mr. Dorr said, after its 
nature had been discovered, was not indorsed. 

“I didn’t tee their circulars, which were 
2 in French, until today,“ he said. ‘I 

ad one of them translated and told the man 
who called —I don’t know his name — that I 
did not think Mr. Handy would indorse his 


plan. 

There are 7,500 of the circulars up in the 
mailmg- room now, but none of them have 
been sent out. So far as I know it was Maj, 
Handy’s idea to insert Exposition notes and 
pictures. The imprint of the department 
would not appear on any of them. The com- 
pany represented that it would send circulars 
to 75,000 intending French exhibiters. As 
this would be just so many new names and 
the company would address the envelopes, be- 
sides allowing us to insert our literature, it 
was considered a — scheme. The depart- 
ment would only have to pay 1. cent on each 
envelope for postage. . 

An interesting phase of the resolutions, 
also, is their implied 8 all reports 
from foreign agents must made to the 
Director-General through the chief of the De- 
partment of Foreign Affairs.

The jury, especially after the summing up 
by the Lord Chief-Justice, was obliged to find 
tor the defendants.

Wasarineton; D. C., June 9.—[Special to 


Minneapolis Journal (Rep. ).]— President Har- 


rison will not have smooth sailing in securing 
a renomination, even if James G. Blaine is 


declared entirely out of the range of Presi- 


dential possibilities. It is evident that there 
are many determined politicians in the Re- 
publican party that will work tooth and 
nail“ next year to defeat Mr. Harrison at the 
Republican National convention. The claim 
of the Harrison men that Mr. Blaine and his 
followers are friendly to Mr. Harrison’s can- 
didacy is not borne out by facts. The devel- 
opments of the next year will prove conclu- 
sively that Harrison and Blaine are es- 
tranged; also that they have not been on 
friendly terms during the last sixty days. 
James G. Blaine is not the kind of a man to 
allow any one to steal his “thunder” with- 
out resenting such action. And any man with 
any insight into diplomatic or political affairs 
can easily see that a determined attempt has 
recently been made to give Mr. Harrison the 
credit for the shrewd political and diplomatic 
maneuvers that the Secretary of State has car- 
ried out during the last year, both at home 
and abroad. It is but natural that Blaine 
should resent the carryi out of any such 
scheme. That his friends do will certainly be 
made manifest before the National Repub- 
lican convention of 1892 adjourns sine die. 

As has been previously stated, there are 
forces at work to head Mr. Harrison off in 
various sections of the country. These forces 
are led by several distinguished men. In the 
United States Senate there are numerous dis- 
tinguished members who are determined to 
unhorse Mr. Harrison. It can be said 
without fear of contradiction that Matthew 
Stanley Quay, the junior Senator from Penn- 
sylvania and Chairman of the National Re- 
publican Campaign committee, will be found 
working against the renomination of the pres- 
ent Chief Executive. He will be aided and 
abetted by his colleague, Don Cameron, who 
will go even farther than Mr. Quay in his oppo- 
sition.

So long as Mr. Farwell does not advocate “ free 
silver coinage,” which means the attempt by the 
United States alone to lift up all the depreciated 
silver of the world to a parity with goldon the 
férmer ratio of weight, there is not much occa- 
sion for controversy with him on the silver sub- 
ject. While he does not want to cheapen the cur- 
rency standard to a 75 cent unit THe Trisvune 
can have little fault to find with him. But it may 
be well to call his attention to the fact that we 
have had a bimetallic currency since 
1879. We then started in with about 
150 millions of gold and 50 millions of subsidiary 
silver, and added about 30 millions of standard 
silver dollars a year until last August and since 
then at the rate of 56 millions of silver dollars a 
year, until we now have in the United States 
nearly as much silver money as gold. The latter 
is decreasing rapidly of late, while the former is 
increasing at the rate of 4,500,000 ounces per 
month, or 56 million standard silver dollars a year, 
‘ At the time of the. demunetizing legislation of 
1873 which is complained of by Mr. Farwell there 
was not a single silver dollar to be had at less 
than par with gold. The demoralization of silver 
had not then set in and fifteen and one-half ounces 
of silver would not have bought an ounce of gold 
anywhere in Europe, and nobody was then wise 
enough to know that silver was going to decline 
as it did. The fact was our silver dollar was then 
3 per cent too fat, the ratio being sixteen ounces
